The specification is objected to because this application has many typographical 
errors. Applicant is advised to recheck the application to correct all typographical 
errors. 

The drawings are objected because there are no reference numerals in the 
drawings. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Several critical elements in the claims are not clearly described in the 
specification to enable a person having ordinary skill in the art to understand. Also, the 
drawings fails to show many claimed elements such as "fan", "heat exchanger", "heat 
exchanger chamber". It's not clearly understood where said fan, heat exchanger, and 
heat exchanger chamber are connected with other element in the claims. Please 
explain by providing drawings showing said claimed elements. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The term "turbine-fan" in the claims is not clearly understood. What is turbine- 
fan? Is that a combination of a turbine and a fan, or is that a turbofan engine? 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

U.S. 4272953 (Rice) in view of U.S. 4290268 (Lowther) and U.S. 6202404 (Balepin). 

Rice discloses a power plant in which compressed gas is used to drive a pair of turbines 

42, 42\ many heat exchangers including heat exchanger 50 is used to heat the gas, the 

output of said turbines is used to drive a generator to generate electricity. Rice does not 

disclose 1) a turbofan engine, 2) a compressed gas storage, and 3) a control unit and 

control valve (in claim 4 only). Balepin is relied upon to disclose that it's well known for 

a gas power plant to drive a turbofan engine, and a control unit 24 controlling a control 

valve 28. Lowther discloses that it's well known to provide a compressed gas tank 28 to 

contain the compressed gas. It would have been obvious at the time the invention was 

made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 1) replace the gas turbine in Rice by 

a turbofan engine in Balepin for the purpose of achieving appropriate power output, and 

2) to provide a compressed gas tank in the power plant of Rice as taught by Lowther for 

the purpose of containing the gas before use. Regarding claim 4, it would have been 
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obvious to provide a control unit and control valve in the power plant of Rice as taught 
by Balepin for the purpose of regulating the input flow. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

U.S. 4813227, Shah, and Speer disclose power plants comprising compressed 
gas driving gas turbines being heated by heat exchangers.
